Industry overshadows avricul 
ture in Allegheny County, 
sylvania, where large quantities 
of ammunition and shipbuilding 
materials are manufactured, but 
the Allegheny County farm bu- 
reau has found at least three ways 

of increasing the county food re- 

sourees and thus diminishing the 
demand on the reserves of other 
communities. One,.result is that 
members of the Pittsburgh Field 
Club now sit on the front ver- 
anda of their clubhouse and see 
150 sheep grazing on their golf 
links.

About 
150 bushels of garbage are fed 
daily, producing pork at an estim- 
ated cost of 10 cents a pound live 
weight.

The recent rains have supplied 
the power companies with sufficient 
water to relieve the power shortage 
which has existed for the past s¢e- 
eral months and the Power Admin- 
istration appointed by the Railroad 
Commission has issued an order, 
effective October 4, 1918, cancelling 
orders heretofore issued by him, re- 
moving all_restrictions from the use 
of electricai energy for advertise- 
ments, notices, signs, exterior illum- 
ination of ornamentation of butld- 
ing., show windows, lights in the 
interior of stores and offices, street 
lighting, ete. After October 14th, 
therefore, all restrictions on the use 
of electrical energy by the Power 
Administration will have been re- 
moved, except orders issued restrict. 
ing the use of electrical energy by 
breweries. 

The Fuel Administrations order 
restricting the use of electrical 
energy for street lighting, signs, etc., 
will, however, still be in force. 
These restrictions of the Fuel Ad- 
ministration prohibit the use of 
electrical energy for display adver- 
tising, announcements, signs, sohw 
windows, or exterior illumination of 
buildings on Monday and Tuesday 
nights only, and continue to restrict | 
the street lighting to that necessary 
for safety. 

The effect of the above changes | 
will be to permit signs, show win- | 
dows and such advertising or dis- 
play lighting to burn five nights of!
